Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a surgical irrigation pump and tool system for 
providing irrigation fluid to a surgical site, having a rotating inner tube 
within a fixed outer tube for cutting, and providing suction means to 
remove irrigation fluid and surgical debris, classified in class 604, subclass 
250. 

II. Claims 12-18, drawn to an insertable cassette having a tube set contained 
within a housing, classified in class 417, subclass 477.2. 

III. Claims 19-21 , drawn to a pump roller assembly for compressing a tube 
against a concave pumping wall, classified in class 417, subclass 477.70. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the limitations of the claimed 
subcombination are not required by the claimed invention such as the tube set being 
divided into a compressible tube and an input and output tube channels and being 
connected by tube connectors integral to the housing. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as the tube set being divided into a compressible tube and an input 
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and output tube channels and being connected by tube connectors integral to the 
housing. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the limitations of the claimed 
subcombination are not required by the claimed invention such as the peristaltic pump 
being a pump roller assembly. The subcombination has separate utility such as being a 
pump roller assembly having rollers to control the compression of a tube between the 
roller and a concave pumping wall. 

4. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such 
as being usable without a pump to proving tubing means to allow fluid flow from one 
area to another. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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6. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:
